MORK ORGANIZATION 
NEEDED 


The need of a well organized 
and thoroughly trained fire 
brigade, and individuals who 
ran Ik; on the job when needed, 
was demonstrated last Satur- 
' day, and without any desire to 
find fault, but merely to point 
cut the necessity of gaining 
and an understanding of duties 
a few observaions might bo 
noted. 

A good run was made from 
the Fir© Hall to the scene oi ? 
the fire, and the long hose 
stretched ou t in quick time. 
When the wagon got back to 
the hydrant however, there was 
no connecting hose from the 
fire engine to the hydrant to 
force up the pressure. This was 
retrieved with very little loss 
of time and a stream of water 
soon turned on the blaze. Tnen 
a ladder was needed, and it 
was discovered that all the lad¬ 
ders were a block away on the 
engine, and another trip hsd 
to lx? made to tin ongire to 
get these essentials. 

Now, if every man had his 
job, someone to lay hose, some 
one or tw'o t n connect the 
short hose, and somebody res¬ 
ponsible for the ladders, much 
of this could be obviated. It 
is of course easy to point out 
such things after. In ease cl 
lire people hardly wait t n think 
and about the only safeguard 
is training that will cause 
them to do the right thing 
without much th irking. 

.Our fire fighting equipment is 
adequate for 0 ur need 8 under 
ordinary' circumstances, amt it 
is disconcertin'* to stand in the 
midst of a throng and hear 
such expressions as “Why n 
U — don’t they do something?” 
“They act like a bunch of old 
jvomen.” “Are they nil dead?” 
aitd many such unsavory and 
thoughtless remarks. A little 
lietter understanding and a com 
prehensive division of duties 
might hep to speed the work 
* up and show greater efficiency 
in time of need. 

Is it worth consideration? 
There is plenty of willingness, 
but willingness without object¬ 
ive and organization is more of¬ 
ten a hindrance than it is help 
ful.

HALITOSIS 

Advertisers have made the 
public breath-conscious. By 
word and by picture, the poss¬ 
essor of an unpleasant breath is 
depicted as oni fMl || cut off 
from society and shamed as if 
he or she were a leper. 

Halitosis i s disagreeable, and 
it may be so offensive as to 
keep people at a distance. It is 
also true that the victim is us¬ 
ually unaware of hi 8 condition, 
but as to whether or not there 
is great reluctance on the part 
of his family or friends to * n * 
form him of the fact, we do 
not know. 

The most common error with 
regard to halitosis is the beliei 
that bad breath comes only 
from some faulty condition of 
the mouth, and that, in all cas¬ 
es*, it can \>e overcome by hav¬ 
ing t clean month. 

The offensive breath may be 
due to the condition of the 
mouth. If the teeth are not 
thoroughly and regularly clean 
ed, food particles are left ar¬ 
ound the teeth; these particles 
cause unpleasant breath. 

Dental plates or bridges 
may not be properly fitted, 
with the result that they can¬ 
not be cleaned with the tooth 
brush. Thi 8 causes food to coll 
ect and the disagreeable odour 
to arise. 

The gums may be infected 
pus may be present, and if so, 
an unpleasant odour is given 
to the breath. Any of the sev¬ 
eral inflammatory conditions 
which may occur in the soft 
tissues of the mouth may be 
responsible. 

However, haliosis may be 
due to conditions outside of 
the mouth. Infected head sin¬ 
uses which drain into the nose 
may be responsible, as may al¬ 
so be some chronic disturbance 
of the digestive organs, or 
faulty elimination, 

A clean, sound mouth is des¬ 
irable. The mouth is the gate¬ 
way of the body. Clean food 
should not be allowed to be con 
laminated by dirty teeth or in¬ 
fected gums before it enters 
decay and give rise to an un- 
the stomach. Clean teeth, free 
from decay, are esseniaal to 
health. In addition, a clean and 
healthy mouth is essential to 
a sweet breath. 

If the breath is unpleasant, 
the mouth is not necessarily 
at fault. If it comes from out 
side the mouth, it cannot be 
overcome by anv amount of 
attention that is limited to 
tho mouth, 

Halitosis is not a disease. It 
is a ay atom of some abnormal 
condition, and attention must 
be given to th© cause as that 
is the only why to overcome 
the annoyance.

MAY: MONTH OF BEAUTY 


Now’ comes May, one of the 
•prettiest and most* pleasant 
months of the year. Winter has 
gonc^ the Sudden showers of 
April are past, the heart of 
summer has not yet come and 
vegetation prepared to spread 
with lavish hand its beauty all 
about us. 

The origin of the name of 
most months is easy to trace.

It always has 
had thirty-one days. Its special 
flower is the hawthorn and its 
gem the emerald. 

Since earliest times the first 
of May has be,en marked by out¬ 
door festivities and children 
have danced about a Maypole 
for hundreds of years. 

Today many schools have 
May-day festivals in which gay 
costumes, ‘pretty flowers and 
dancing complete a most color¬ 
ful picture.

Announcement is made that 
the public utilities commission 
of the province will commence 
an investigation of the milk 
price situation in Edmonton, 
and Calgary within the next 
few days, under powers of leg¬ 
islation passed (luring the re¬ 
cent session. 

ALBERTA FIRE 
LOSSES 

Fifty per cent fewer deaths 
and a smaller property loss by 
well over a half-million dollars 
as compared with the preced¬ 
ing year arc charged up against 
fires in Alberta during 1932 ac¬ 
cording t 0 the annual report 
jus| compiled by the provincial 
fire commissioner's office. The 
death list numbered 12, against 
21 in 1981. This is the smallest 
number on record in any one 
year. Nearly all the deaths 
caused by fire were of children 
under 15 years of age. There 
were 1,937 fires of all kinds 
last year, causing property los¬ 
ses of $2,495,491. For the pre¬ 
ceding year the figures were 
2,067 and $3,131,729. From 
1920 to 1932, both years inclu¬ 
sive, the total property loss 
from fire in ^Vlberta was $33,- 
067,123. 

UNIVERSITY 
FEEDER’S DAY 

The 12th annual feeder’s day 
will be held at the University 
of Alberta farm on Saturday, 
May 27, with a full day’s pro¬ 
gram. There will be a presen¬ 
tation and discussion of the live 
stock experimental work of the 
past year. The university ex¬ 
tends an invitation to all inter¬ 
ested to be present. 

NATIONAL I.O.D.E. 
CONVENTION 

The neticnil convention of 
the I. O. I). F, cf Canada, will 
be held in Alberta thi s year, 
taking place at Edmonton dur¬ 
ing the week of May 25. 

SETTLEMENT CELE¬ 
BRATES ANNIVERSARY 

The famous Bar Colony of 
the Lloydminster district cele¬ 
brates its 30th anniversary this 
year. The colony originally 
consisted of <2,000 Britishers 
who came out and located on 
hemnstead lands in the district 
now centering upon the town of 
Lloydn inster, and known as 
one of the best farming dis¬ 
tricts in the west. The colon¬ 
ists had to trek the distance 
over land from Saskatoon to 
their locations. 

FURTHER RELIEF 
ON SCHOOL LANDS 
PAYMENTS 

Further relief to holders of 
school lands in the Province, 
whereby they will have oppor- 
tuity to retain possession of 
their lands purchased under the 
School Lands Sales Agreements 
in (view of the abnormally low 


level of agricultural products, is 
announced by Hon. R. G. Reid, 
Minister of Lands and Mines. 

Witoh respect to purchasers 
who believe (themselves to l>e 
in a position to complete their 
sales contracts, but wh Q under 
prebent conditions are finding 
difficulty in meeting all pay¬ 
ments, the Government an¬ 
nounces that a purchaser mak¬ 
ing payment on account of in¬ 
terest out of the 1933 crop will 
be given additional credit of an 
equal amount on the books of 
the Department, thi R credit to 
be applied first on account of 
current interest and then on ac 
count of arrears. In other 
words any payments on account 
of interest will have double 
value for the purchaser. This 
arrangement will be made re¬ 
troactive to apply to payments 
made since the first September 
1932, so as to include any pay¬ 
ments on account of interest 
made out of the proceeds of 
the 1932 crop. In the compar¬ 
atively very few cases where 
the credit so established will be 
in excess of current interest 
and arrears the balance will be 
applied on account of the next 
year’s (interest. With respect 
to payments of principal under 
the agreements of sale, the pur¬ 
chasers will be billed as usual 
for the amounts due but where 
hardship is likely to result, the 
Government will not press for 
immediate payment of the sum 
due.

Crawling Cedar Yields 
High Grade Creosote 

Enterprising Farmer makes a 
Living from Cropless Land 


Provost, Alta., April 28—Where 
99 men. out of 100 would starve 
t 0 death, T. Crouch, Metiskow 
farmer, is steadily becoming in¬ 
dependent. Mr. Crouch,resides in 
Hillcrest municipality, where the 
soil i s unfit for the growing ol' 
grains and many farmers are 
finding it hard to pay taxes. 

He concieved the plan to ut¬ 
ilize the crawling cedar which 
grows in abundance on this 
type of land. He plow s it up 
with a tractor, boils it and mak¬ 
es an excellent brand of creo¬ 
sote, better than that made 
from coal tar. It soak r , through 
wood and is ten times handier. 
Land that if. absolutely useless 
for anything is being utilized in 
this manner. 

Mr. Crouch received per mis¬ 
sion from the municipality to 
use all the crawling cedar in 
Hillcrest and he pays for it at 
one cent a gallon of the creo¬ 
sote extracted from it. Mer¬ 
chants in several towns each 
way are undertaking t 0 place it 
on the market. It is being sold 
in Provost at the Larson 
hardware. As it is better quni¬ 
ty and a little cheaper, there is 
no doubt, stales Mi*. Crouch, it 
will sell itself. 

There arc many acres of this 
type of land throu bout the 
country especially in Ribs tone 
municipals \ 25 miles north 

and west of Provost, land that 
has been homesteaded and then 
thrown up 20 to 25 years ago, 
is being a total los r to the mun¬ 
icipality. In the Vale munici¬ 
pality. 20 miles north of Metis- 
kow, there are many more mil- 
co of this arid land.—Provost 
Herald.

INDUSTRY SPURTS 

FORWARD 

When production was at its 
peak steel and electric power 
output and car loadings were 
widely accepted as accurate 
barometers of business trends. 
Business rose and fell with 
them. But there came a day 
when the world wished it did 
not so implicitly trust these 
barome|ea # s, for kthey forecast 
anything but fair business wea¬ 
ther. 

Today the country i s only 
too willing to let these indic¬ 
ators make their economic read¬ 
ings for them. Each successive 
reading is better than the last 
and a|l signs point toward a 
lopg spell of good weather. 

Six weeks in a row electric 
power output hu 8 increased, in¬ 
dicating a marked industrial 
pickup. It is higher now than 
at any time since July 1931. 
Any increase in electric power 
consumption at this time of the 
year must come from the fac- 
ories and mills. 

Steel production has trebled 
in recent weeks cjver the coun¬ 
try aa a Miojempd pvep more in 
some districts. The industry i s 
operating nearly 50 par cent 
of capacity, whereas only a few 
weeks ago it was virtually shut 
down. Was there ever an in¬ 
dustry to stage such a remark¬ 
able come-back? 

Clearing house records re¬ 
flect a rising tide of business 
and imroved banking conditions 
Payments by check increased 
$27,000,000 last week, bringing 
the total within that amount 
of the 1932 figure. A consider¬ 
able gain in retail sales was nec¬ 
essary to overcome the handi¬ 
cap of frozen bank deposits 
and closed banks. 

Here are gain s that arc more 
than satisfactory. The country 
while it needs more, would 
have considered itself lucky 
with less.

HOODING AND REARING 
TURKEYS ARTIFICIALLY 

mm • 

At this season of the year 
many f ambers are wondering 
how to raise their turkeys. They 
have p’ienty of turkey eggs on 
hand and no broody hens with 
which to incubate them. It is 
not uncommon for large num- 
l>ers of eggs to be wasted wait¬ 
ing for chicken hen s or turkey 
Lens to go broody. Artificial 
incubation and brooding are on 
tirely satisfactory states the 
provincial poultry commissioner 
and in the end usually insure 
more turkeys being’ raised than 
if done in the natural way. It 
if; b’Ue that i lr incubators one 
uoe s not get as large a percent¬ 
age of poults, but brooding ar¬ 
tificially seems to gijve better 
sa tisfaction with less loss and 
quicker growth than when the 
poults are broo dec! with hens. 
For incubation, a temperature 
about one degree less than for 
chicken eggs gijve s good results 
with the moistuiv slightly in¬ 
creased As soon as the hatch 
comes off, and itne birds are 
thoroughly dry, the young- 
poults should be removed to 
colony brooder, or where bat¬ 
tery brooders are available, into 
the battery brooder. As most 
turkeys are hat* :hed in May and 
•June, an oil burning colony 
brooder will usually provide 
sufficient heat rind is more eas¬ 
ily' controlled on warm days 
than a coal burning brooder, 
although either will give good 
results.
